The court affirms the order of the 
lower courts for the discharge from 
custody of Orlando Jones and So) Licht- | 
enstein, who were indicted in Kings 
county on a charge of bookmaking. 

Charge Against the Men. 

Jones and Lichtenstein were charged 
with orally laying and publishing odds 
on horse races and accepting a bet on 
the basis of such odds. 

Assistant District Attorney Bider, of 
Kings county, contended that book- 
making was a gambling scheme within | 
the meaning of the statute, and that 
while memoranda might be an ald to | 
the person conducting the business, 
yet it had no essential part in the 
transaction. 

Counsel for Jones and Lichtenstein 
contended that the only effect of the 
new laws was to. provide a uniform 
penalty for the recording and registry 
of bets wherever made, and that the 
making of an ordinary bet between in- 
dividuals did not constitute a crime. 

Five of the justices, including Chief 
Justice Cullen, agreed in the opinion 
rendered today, and one dissented.

broke the world’s recrod of 8:15 9-16, 
held by Barney Oldfield in his Benz. 
Aitken went the !0 miles in 8::02.4). ; 
The time announced in the race was 
9.12.41, but he started from scratch, 
allowing his opponents a big handicap, 
@nd the actual running time is the 
record time. 

The 200-mile race for the Coca-Cola 
Trophy and $600 in gold, with two 
other prizes, was the feature event of 
the day. Nine cars started in this race, 
and four of them finished, and all of 
these broke the world’s record for the 
distance. 

Chevrolet's Great Driving. 

' The driving of Louis Chevrolet, in 
the Buick car, was the feature of the 
Face. But once did he have to stop, 
and this was when his engine caught 
On fire, but he only fost the lead which 
he had at that time temporarily, as he 
passed the car that passed him on the 
next lap. 

He had perfect control of the speed 
demon all the way around the course 
for the One hundred times it encircled, 
and the exhaust of the engine in the 
speed demon was so regular that it 
Was like the purr of a kitten. Every 
time he would pass the grand stand he 
would be heartily cheered. 

Of the one ‘hundred laps, Chevrolet 
Was first in ninety-eight of them, 
second in one and third in another, 
and for the last twenty laps he had a 
margin of two laps on all of his op- 
ponents. Just to show that he had 
something in reserve, he starteg after 
the only car that he had not lapped 
three times, on the last lap, and pass- 
ed it in front of the grand stand, three 
laps to- the. good, or a winner by 6 
miles. His time for the 200 miles 
was 2 hours 46 minutes and 46 48-100 
seconds, breaking the world’s record of 
3 hours 24 minutes !4 and 40-100 sec- 
onds by 48 minutes, ang averaging 72 
miles an hour. 

The Chalmers-Detroit team made a 
game fight for the honors, and, de- 
spite several stops, Bert Dingley fin- 
isheq secknd and Lee Lorimer third. 
Charlies Basle, in the Renault, was 
fourth. | 

Chevrolet finished three laps ahead 
of Dingley, four ahead of Lorimer and 
eight ahead of Basle. 

Stillman’s Game Race. 

The gamest drive made in the race 
Was by the Marmon team, with Harry 
Stillman at the wheel. On the fifth 
lap he was in sixth place. He kept 
steadily crawling up to fifth, to 
fourth, to third, and then to second 
place, and was holding this place with 
ease, and even trying to lap the other 
ear in front of him for the second 
time. when his tire burst, hurling the 
car against the fence. Neither he nor 
his mechanic was injured, but they 
were forced to quit the race. 

The race between the two Chalmers- 
Detroit cars, driven by Knipper and 
Matson, and the Buicx, ariven by Nel- 
son, in the !0-mile race, fought ft out 
neck and neck from stert to finish. 
The Buick made a‘game race of it, 
but the care alternated in the lead, 
and, coming into the home stretc 
the two Chalmers-Detroit cars no 
him out for the lead, Matson winning 
and Knipper finishing second.

“Vhe vice of bookmaking chiefly con- 
sists in soliciting and in the inducing 
the public to take chances in the care- 


the bookmakers, and this, in order to 
be made profitable to him, requires the 
writing out of the list of the odds laid 
on some paper or material so that it 
could be seen those who were solicited 
to invest."’ 

Laying of Odds Alone Not a Orime. 
In holding that the laying of odds 
alone does not constitute a crime, 
Judge Haight says: 

“If a man should offer to bet the 
ladies of his party a pair of gloves 
to a box of candy, it would be laying of 
odds and publighing the same. To Hold 
him to be a bookmaker would, in my 
judgment, be a departure from the rule 


and would be a construction which was 
not within the contemplation of the 
legislature.”

Wages Are Being Lowered and 
Hours of Work. Are Decreas- 
ing --- Thousands Also Being 
Added to the Ranks of the 
Unemployed. 

| Washington, November 9.—Labor 

‘conditions in Gréat Britain are going 

from bad to worse, judging from the 


eral at London, to the department of 


commerocé and labor. + 

Wages are being lowered and the 
hours of work are decreasing, while an 
alarmingly large increase in the num- 
‘ber of those wiio are registered as un- 
employed is giving grave cormcern. Last 
year, during the entire twelve months, 
the wages of 464,000 persons were Tr€- 
duced because of the bad times. In the 6 
months of 1909, from January to June, 
or just half the time, 1,081,273 were 
compelled to submit to reductions in 


thelr €arnings. 

‘The gravity of the situation is vivid- 
ly set forth by the statistics of the un- 
employed, prepared and compiled by 
the British government. These show 
that in the first three days of regis- 
tration in London last month 2,500 
persons applied for work than in tne 
corresponding three days of October, 
1908. 

There is at present a bill before 
parliament, drawn by the trades 
boards, which, if it becomes a law, will 
authorize the board of trade to estab- 
lish a minimum rate of wage in all 
trades where there is satisfactory 
proof that the scale of wages paid is 
 eiabetahly low or unfair to the work- 


ers.

ing at 7:85. was wrecked at Leinert’s. 
28 miles north of Knoxville, at an 
early hour this morning. As a result, 
three men are dead and five injured. 

The dead are: 

M. O. PIERCE, engineer of a freight 
train. 

R. BE. BOWMAN. fireman of a freight 
train. 

L. O. LEMONS, fireman of the pas- 
senger train 

The injured are: 

E. P. Fisher, engineer. of Knoxville, 
sight bruises on body and cut on chin. 

H. H. Brown, mail clerk, of Knox- 
ville. cut on head. 

Charles Harris. brakeman, of Jellico, 
Tenn.. minor bruises on body. 

M. G. Eichenblaub, express messen- 
ger, of Cincinnati. collarbone and two 
ribs fractured and body bruised. 

James Mosby, colored, train porter, 
of Cincinnatl, slight bruises. 

Fliagman Blamed. 

The wreck is said to have been the 
result of failure of a flagman to pro- 
tect the passenger train, he having 
been sent out. ahead of a, disabled 
freight train. It is stated that had 
it not been for a steel mail car, which 
was near the locomotive of the pas- 
senger train, the wreck might have 
been much more serious. The locomo- 
tives met head-on and both were 4de- 
molished.

Paris, November 9.—‘"Have pity on 
me! I] am an unhappy woman who 
should not be tortured,” cried out Mme. 
Steinhei! on the resumption of her tria! 
here todav for the murder of her hus- 
band and stepmother. The appeal came 
during the testimony of the jewelers 
with references to the changes of jew- 
elry confided to them by the prisoner, 
but which ghe originally claimed had 
been stolen by the assassins. The pros- 
ecuting fudge responded that accused 
persons always repeated that cry when 
embarrassed for an answer. 

Mme. Steinheil- admitted anew that 
she had had certain jewels, the gifts 
of her admirers, melted, but she main- 
tained that this was done to keep the 
facts of her life from the knowledge 
of her daughter. 

Woman Became Aggressive. 

From this point Mme. Steinheil as- 
sumed an aggressive attitude. which 
continued during the examination of 
several witnesses and resulted in a se- 
ries of lively tilts between her and 
Judge Devalles. When reproached for 
having concealed so long from the au- 
thorities the fact that she possessed 
imitation duplicates of her jewels, the 
woman defended her secrecy on the 
Rround that ehe wished to hide from 
her friends the real financial condi- 
tion of the family. 

When the tournalists testified that 
Mme. Steinhell was in a state of great 
depression when she confessed to them 
that she had placed the pear! in Coul!- 
lard’s pocketbook and then accused 
Wolf. the prisoner interrupted to de- 
clare that the newspaper men had tor- 
tured her into speaking, one even hav- 
ing twisted her wrists to make her 
tatk. 

Denies Using, Force. 

The reporters, continuing their tes- 
timony. denied that thev had used 
force. hut admitted that they had press- 
ed the suspected woman to confess. 
Their testimony was in sharp contrast 
with most of thet introduced vyester- 
day, in that it was most damaging to 
the defepdant. 

M. Barby. a photograher, testified 
that when Madame Steinheil was con- 
vinced that she would be arrested, she 
wist.ed to commit sulcide. The witness 
said aleo that at a critical moment of 
the interview between Mme. Steinhet!t]l 
and the newspaper men, Marietta 
Wolf. the cook. entered the room and 
the women fell into each other's arms. 
After a momentary display of emotion, 
the two withdrew to a corner of the 
room, where they conversed in whis- 
pers. After the cook had left the room, 
Mme. Steniheil told the reporters that 
the Wolf woman would denv every- 
thing if her mistress was arrested. 

Turning to the reporter who had 
made the last statement. Judge De- 
valles asked: 

“Do you understand the full gravity 
of vour testimony against Madame 
Steinheil?” 

To this the witness replied: 

“I accept full responsibility.” 

The judge then cross-examined the 
defendant concerning the  photogra- 
pher’s testimony. but the only reply 
elicited was.

Century Club Has Been Form- 
ed by Aged News- 
papers. 


St. Louis, November 9.—Eoliowing 
the publication of the centennial] ed)- 
tion, July 12, 1908, of The St. Louis 
Republic, that newspaper took an aceive 
part in the formation of a century 
club of American newspapers composed 
of weekly and daily journals that are 
100 years old or older. A booklet just 
published by The Republic describes 
the eighty-two papers that are mem- 
bers of the club.

Drivers Brimming Over 
With Enthusiasm.

Good Roads in Georgia, Sent 
Fine Squadron to Atlanta. 
Dr. Fullilove Talks About the 
Trip. 


Clarke county, the home of g00d 
roads, sent its flying squadron of a 
score of cars whirling from the Classic 
City to the Gate City, yesterday, in 
one of the many spokes of the good 
roads wheel, of which Atlanta. was 


the hub, and brimming over with en- 
thusiasm these cars checked in at the 
Speedway, with the record time _ for 
the trip being close around 3 hours 
and forty-eight minutes for the run. 

When it is considered the train time 
for this distance, 73 miles by rail, and 
considerably more By the dirt road, 
is three hours this road traveling is 
little less than remakab!e. 

Dr. H. M Fullilove, driving a Max- 
well 30, and having as passengers 
W. S. Ho:man and W. F. Cook, was 
the first car of the Athens contingent 
to check in at the Speedway checking 
‘station. He left Athens at 7:40 Atlanta 
time, and rolled up to the checker at 
11:28, making the run in three hours 
‘and twenty-eight minutes. 

But this glory was not for him 
alone, for before the checker had re- 
leased his car for the technical com- 
mittee there were other cars from the 
Classic City waiting their turn to be 
checked in and turned over to the 
technical committee for examination. 

The shout which greeted the arrivals 
of the first car was plainly heard by 
the tenth, so close were these entrants 
grouped. 

As a matter of fact the close forma- 
tion in which they made the run mili- 
tated against their comfort for the en- 
tire run; with the exception of the first 
car all were enveloped in a cloud of 
dust. But neither dust, dirt nor sun 
could quench the enthusiasm of these 
road riders, who were fairly bubbling 
over in their eagerness to carve out 
a record for the run between Atlanta 
and Athens. 

Everyone who made the trip was 
more than delighted with the ride and 
expressed the belief that a similar run 
could be made in much better time, 
now that the road is better known. 

There were but few minor accidents 
reported as a result of this run. The 
more serious was that of a collision 
between a Georgia mule and an on- 
speeding car, and for the once, accord- 
ing to report the automobile got 
ahead of the mule. How badly the 
mule was hurt from the impact can 
only be surmised, but the car had its 
left lamp bunged up, but kept com- 
ing and checked in well within the 
time allowance. 

The driver and occupants of the car 
declare the accident unavoidable, and 
agreed to settle the matter with the 
owner upon the return trip to Athens 
this week. 

A’ number of punctures were record- 
ed, but nothing more serious reported 
by any of the cars checking in. Sev- 
eral of the cars which began the run 
did not check in at the Speedway, and 
may not finish the trip. 

Dr, Fullilove, in speaking of the 
trip, said: 

“Our party had a most pleasant and 
delightful run. The sun was warm. 
but not too warm, and there was a 
tang to the fresh morning air thav 
was delightful. The roads between 
Athens and Atlanta are unusually 
good. Clarke ~ county, like Fulton 
vounty, is noted for its splendid roads, 
and wonderful time was made in get- 
ting beyond the borders of our county. 
The road, too, from Winder to Deca- 
tur, is excellent, especially that new 
section through Gwinnette county, 
which is now being worked out. This 
roadway is splendid, and admirable 
time was made on it. Had it not been 
for the close formation our cars kept, 
even the distress from the dust would 
have been eliminated. As it was, 
those in the rear only had good breath- 
ing spells as we rapidly rounded 
curves and lost the dust in the dis- 
tance. The run from Athens into At- 
lanta Was a splendid success from 
every viewpoint. The Constitution is 
certainly to be congratulated upon the 
magnificent success with which their 
good roads reliability contests were 
received. This is a magnificent show- 
ing of cars from all sections of the 
State, and Athens is proud to play a 
part in the celebration.”

New Record for Auto Traveling 
Between Macon and Atlanta 
ds Made When Henry J. La- 


mar, of Macon, Covers Dis- 


Constitution’s good roads 
contests, which came to a successful 
culmination when the cars that com- 
pleted this splendid run checked in at 
the clubhouse at the Speedway yester- 
day. 

in view of this fact, the road between 
Macon and Atlapta was an almost end- 
less procession of speeding automo- | 
bilists from daylight until dark. Thev | 
all got away from the Central City | 
soon after daylight. but it was only 
the “cripples.” as they were called, 
which finished this splendid run after 
dark. 

No section of the state, it is claim- 
ed, has such a splendid system of roads 
as that which connects the starting and 
stopping points of these road contests 
which were run Tuesday. The distance 
traveled by each autombile is 89.1 miles 
between the Hotel Lanier and club- 
house of the Speedway. 

New Record Is Set. 

In this run a new record for auto- 
mobile traveling was set by the first 
two cars to check in this run. Strange- 
ly enough, both were Oldsmobile, 60- | 
horse power machinea, 

The first to check in was that power- 
ful car, owned and driven by Henry J. 
Lamar, of’ Mgecon, who had previously’ 
made a perfect score in the New York- 
to-Atlanta race, with a time record of 
two hours and forty minutes. 

‘W. Jordan Massee, president of the 
Central Power Company. Isam Fann 
driving, checked in at 10:07 o’clock, but. 
taking out thirty minutes’ stop at 
Griffin for tire trouble, he made this 
hair-raising run in two hours and 
thirty minutes, 

When it is considered the best time 
the steam roads make between these 
two towns is three hours and twenty 
minutes, this feat becomes remarkable, 
and will doubtless stand for some 
time, although Mr. Lamar states that 
if he was in a “hurry to get to Atlanta” 
he could make the run in two hours 
and fifteen minutes. 

In this run, however, speed is not 
considered. and it is the perfect scores 
within, of course, a time limit, that 
will win the prizes offered for these 
good road runs. 

In view of the fact that these con- 
tests were so generously participated 
in. the task of the technical commit, 
tee. which must examine these cars in 
minute detail is arduous, and the win- 
ners cannot be announced for a day gr 
so yet. 


The Only Accident. 

The only unforunate accident report- 
ed on this run was that to Oliver Lun- 
day, of Albany, an observer on a Buick 
car No. 10, which was being driven 
by Phil Coxwell, also of Albany. When 
this car, which was hitting it up at a 
lively clip, was near Orchard Hill, 
which is on the other side of Griffin, 
the steering gear broke and the car 
crashed into an embankment, wrecking 
it entirely.

“These rooms have 
ranged in price much lower than the 
hotels, and still we have at least 2,800 
rooms that we could recommend peo- 
ple to, if the visitors were numerous 
enough to demand them. In other 
words, Atlanta has proved itself more 
than equal to*the emergenoy of han- 
dling the large crowd that has at- 
tended the Auto Meet, and it Is to the 
credit of the boarding house keepers 
and private citizens who have rooms 
to rent that they have flot raiseg their 
Prices to an exorbitant degree. We 
expect at least as many more visitors 
as have already arrived in the city. 
and, instead of feeling relieved on the 
day before the beginning of the big 
évents of the Race and Auto Meet, we 
are just drawing a long breath in 
preparation for the worst.” 

A large number of the inquiries yes- 
terday at the bureau of comfort were 
from members of college fraternities, 
youths who had come tin from the 
various colleges throughout Georgia. 
They were well taken care of, as Miss 
Cook and her assistants. had familiar- 
iZzeq themselves with the various 
“frats,” and were able to direct the 
Students to friends and prominent 
members of the various organizations, 
who took good care of the young men. 

Also, it appeared, a larger propor- 
tlon of the visitors were seeking 
cheaper-priced rooms, at least -thrée- 
fourths of the applications being for 
rooms under 50 cents per day. None of 
the hotels, even the smaller ones, had 
rooms listed at this price; but Miss 
Cook had @ list of private dwelling 
houses that had rooms to rent at the 
desired price, or even lower—so, all 
were accommodated.

Toronto. November 9.—If President

“We recommend that an appeal be 
taken from the decision rendered in 
both the original injunction as well 
as the contempt case growing out of 
it. We cannot permit these decisions 
to go unchallenged. They affect fun- 
damental rights, and either the courts 
or congress myst safeguard them. 

“We enter our protest against the 
application of the writ of injunction 
in labor disputés (unless where an in- 
junction would lie if there were no 
labor disputes). We hold that the or- 
dinary of the injunction writ in con- 
tentions between workers and em- 
plovees is an unwarranted interference 
with the rights and liberties of the 
workers and is intended and its influ- 
ence used to intimidate workers, espe- 
cially when they are engaged in a 
struggle for improved working condi- 
tions. It is a fact. however, that such 
: injunctions are issued. 

“Tt should be borne in mind that in 
these proceedings Messrs. Gompers, 
Mitchell and Morrison da!d not have the 
constitutional right of trial by jury. | 
All the circumstances in thi€ case go | 
to prove that conviction would not | 
have followed if the case had been sub- | 
mitted on its merits to a jury of their 
peers. 

Trial by Jury Demanded. 

“Whatever difference of opinion may 
exist among men as to any controversv 
between labor and capital, no good 
citizen of our country who treasures 
freedom can rest secure until trial by 
jury hecomes so well recognized and 
so firmly established tn our legal juris- 
prudence that no man wi!l ever again 
attempt to deny this essential and his- 
toric right No class has suffered so 
much frqm the tyranny of autocratic 
power as the working people; none 
struggled more heroically than they to 
securé the blessings of true liberty, 
free government, free speech, free 
press and trial by jury, and it now de- 
volves upon the wage earners to pro- 
tect, defend and maintain inviolate | 
this priceless principle of equity and 
justice.” 

Suitable Judges Wanted. 4 

The council also recommended that 
Organized labor take appropriate ac- 
tion looking toward the naming of 
Suitable citizens to fill vacancies that 
may occur in the supreme court of 
the United States and in the lesser 
federal courts. 

On the subject 
pensions , the council reported a 
bill providing for the “old 
age home-guard,” to be composed of 
persons more than 65 years of age, 
who do not own property worth more 
than $1,500, whose income does not 
exceed $240 per year. If this bill is 
passed by congress, these persons may 
make application to the secretary of 
war for “pension enlistment,” and 
shall receive from the government $120 
per year in quarterly payments. 

The report declares that further re- 
strictions are necessary to the immigra- 
tion of certain classes of foreigners to 
America. 

It recommends that every effort be 
made to assist in the work of con- 
servation of natural resources.

While Arthur Everton, self-styled 
“professor’ ang traveling hypnotist, 
sobbed in his cell, three calm medical 
men witnessed a weird performance 
in the morgue of the Somerville hos- 
pital late this afternoon. There Wwil- 


liam A. Davenport, secretary to the 
a student of 


hypnotism, vainly trie@ to bring back 
signs of life in the rigid body of Rob- 
ert Simpson, a former street car con- 
ductor of Newark, who apparently died 
last night after having been put into 
a hypnotic trance by Everton before 
a large audience at the Somerville 
theater. 

Davenport failed. Simpson was. de- 
clared officially dead, and an autopsy 
was held tonight. 

Sequel to Stage Trick. 

Meanwhile, charged with 
slaughter, unnerved and shaken, Ever- 
ton remained in prison, where he must 
await the action of the grand jury as 
a sequel to a stage trick familiar 
throughout this country and abroad. 

lt was at the piteous insistence of 
Everton, while in jail after his inef- 
fectual attempts to revive Simpson, 
that Davenport, a frieng of Everton, 
came into the case today. Notwith- 
standing the declarations of physicians 
that Simpson was dead, Everton plead- 
ed that Davenport be allowed to at- 
tempt to revive him. 

Accordingly, the autopsy, first ar- 
ranged for 2 o'cloc’ this afternoon, 
was postponed and the _ student of 
hypnotism was summoned. Simpson's 
hodyv, covered with a black cloth, lay 
in the morgue at the hospital when 
Davenport arrived. In the presence of 
Dr. W. H. Long. county physician; Dr. 
Charles H. Halstead and Dr. Francis 
McConaughy, he immediately began his 
attempt to revive the unfortun&te man. 
First he felt of the body to detect any 
possible heart-beats. Failing in this, 
he placed hjiis ear on the victim's chest. 

Tried to Resurrect Dead Man. 

Then, invoking, the power.of sug- 
gestion, he spoke in the dead man’s 
ear. 

“Bob,” he said; “Bob, your heart ac- 
tion—your heart aetion—your heart 
action is beginning. It is beginning.” 

Slowly and dramatically Davenport 
repeated this In the ear, and then, 
changing his tone of voice to an im- 
perious command, he cried sharply: 
“Bob, Bob, can’t you hear me? Your 
heart is beginning to beat.” 

Again and again he repeated this as- 
surance to the inanimated form, while 
the medical men looked on. Not a mus- 
cle of the body stirred, and there was 
absolutely no sign of animation.

Kight physictans assisted in perform- 
ing the autopsy, and they issued a 
signed statement at its conclusion stat- 
ing that death was due to rupture of 
the aorta. the trunk line of the arterial 
system. This indicated, according to 
the coroner, that death primarily was 
due to natural cavuses—and that the 
man probably had been suffering for 
some time from an aneurism. Death 
was practically instantaneous and evi- 
dently occurred just as Simpson was 
coming out of the trance. Whether the 
strain he was put under when Everton 
stood on his body during its rigidity 
caused the rupture. cannot be ascer- 
tn ined,

DIED FICHTING 
FOR HER HONOR 


Disfigured Body of Miss 
Pelley Found at Cairo. 


There Were Evidences That the 
Girl Engaged in a Terrific 
Struggle Before She Succumb- 
ed---Bloodhounds on the Trail 
of Her Assailants. 


Cairo, Ill.. November 9.—Evidences 
that Miss Annie Pelley, a Cairo shop 
girl, engaged in a terrific struggle be- 
fore succumbing to assailants last 
night were discovered today when the 
authorities were confronted with the 
task of solving the mystery of her 
murder. Bits of torn clothing strew- 
eq the alleyway in which children 
found her disfigured body, these evi- 
dences -revealing that she fought 
against her murderers for two blocks. 

Misg Pelley was a country girl, of 
rather unusual strength, and the au- 
thorities are inclined to believe that 
more: than one person was involved in 
the attack upon her. 

Bloodhounds were brought here from 
Harrisburg, Il., and put on the trail, 
but they lost the scent two blocks and 
a halt from the scene of the tragedy. 

It ig thought that the murderers 
boarded a car at this point. Every po- 
lice officer in the city is at work on 
the case, which has caused a tre- 
mendous sensation in this vicinity. 

On Her Way to Car. 

The victim of the crime was 24 
years old. She came here a few months 
ago from Anna, Ill., and has been liv- 
ing with a married sister. 

Because of her frequent habit of 
spending the night with girl friends, 
no fear was felt by her relatives when 
Miss Pelley failed to return home last 
night. She was on her way to take a 
car for home from work tin a dry 
goods store, when tiast seen by 
friends, and it is thought that the 
crime occurred early in the evening, 
probably twelve hours before the body 
was found. 

Miss Pelley had with her It! yards 
of red cloth for a dress, and an aill- 
gator handbag, both of which are 
missing. 

Her parasol was found bent, and the 
handle was missing. The bond used 
by the assailants resembles a slip 
noose, and may have been thrown 
about the girl's neck like a lasso. The 
@ag had been carefully prepared from 
a towel. 

Four Negroes Arrested. 

Four negroes, one a woman, were 
arrested tonight and placed in jail. 
Different bloodhounds followed a trail 
on eight separate trails. 

A reward of $1,000 was offered to- 
night for the conviction of the slayer, 
and a fund is subscribed by citizens. 

The latest eVidence indicated that 
Miss Pelley was attacked in front of 
her home and dragged nearly a block 
and a half to the alley.
